Federal  Trial  Scheduled  for 
District  #3  Magistrate  Rose

District  #3  Magistrate  Doug  Rose,  46,  is  sched¬ 
uled  to  appear  in  federal  court  in  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  London  US  Court  on  January  30th,  2012.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  U.S.  District  Court  Clerks  Office 
(Eastern  District  -  London), 

Rose  is  facing  charges  of  assaulting/resisting/ 
impeding/officer/employees.  Answering  to  the 
same  incident  Rose  appeared  in  the  local  court 
last  September  (2011)  to  address  charges  of  4th 
degree  Domestic  Violence  and  Criminal  Trespass 
after  he  allegedly  entered  Sand  Gap  Post  Office, 
the  workplace  of  his  wife,  and  assaulted  her.  Rose 
was  caught  on  video  throwing  soda  across  the  counter  onto  his  wife,  then  jumping  across 
the  counter,  pulling  his  wife’s  hair  and  scratching  her.  Rose  was  arrested  as  he  left  the  post 
office.  This  arrest  marked  third  leading  up  to  (and  including)  the  event. 

The  other  two  came  as  a  result  of  appearing  in  public  establishments  (Fill  Ups  and  Apple 
Market)  appearing  to  be  visibly  impaired.  The  two  arrests  saw  Rose  charged  with  Public 
Intoxication/Controlled  Substance.  Rose  pled  guilty  to  misdemeanor  charges  in  those  two 
cases  and  was  fined  $25  for  each  offense  plus  court  costs.  Misdemeanors  are  relatively 
minor  charges  and  do  not  disqualify  one  from  holding  a  public  office.  However,  if  Rose  is 
found  guilty  of  a  felony  offense(s)  at  the  end  of  the  month  he  could  be  removed  his  office  as 
Magistrate.  The  trial  is  scheduled  for  two  days  and  is  being  handled  by  US  attorney  Jason 
Parman. 


City  Council  Voices  Concerns 
Over  Water  Bills  for  Renters

The  City  Council  held  its 
regular  monthly  meeting 
on  Monday,  January  16th, 
2012.  Under  new  business 
the  council  discussed  pro¬ 
cedural  protocol  regarding 
water  accounts  and  bills 
that  involved  rental  prop¬ 
erties  where  the  renters 
were  failing  to  pay  the  bill 
but  the  account  and  meter 
were  registered  under  the 
landlord’s  name.  It  was  de¬ 
termined  that  the  city  must 
deal  with  the  owner  of 
the  account  and  if  the  bill 
wasn’t  paid  then  the  meter 
and  the  service  would  be 
terminated  after  due  notice. 
Any  arrangement  between 
the  landlord  and  the  renter 
was  a  private  matter  that 
the  city  had  no  control  over. 


“The  most  important  thing 
is  that  we  be  fair  and  con¬ 
sistent  with  our  protocol,” 
said  Councilperson  April 
Thomas. 

In  other  business,  the  city 
council  approved  minutes 
from  meetings  held  on  Oc¬ 
tober  17th,  2011,  November 
21st,  2011,  December  5th, 
2011,  December  6th,  2011 
and  December  19th,  2011. 
The  council  voiced  their 
concerns  that  so  much  time 
was  being  spent  on  the  task 
of  getting  minutes  approved. 
City  Clerk  Marla  Fields 
asked  for  guidance  from  the 
council  regarding  the  level 
of  detail  they  desired  in  the 
meeting  minutes.  Fields  had 
spent  over  9  hours  on  one 
set  of  minutes  that  still  had 
not  received  approval  by 
the  council.  “These  aren’t 
minutes,”  said  Councilper-

son  Kathy  Howell.  “This 
is  a  book.”  The  handbook 
regarding  minute  require¬ 
ments  states  that  they  need 
only  contain  motions  and 
votes.

vantage  of  buyout  incentives  and  retirement.  The  agency  is 
also  looking  into  modernization  measures,  like  making  its 
online  applications  accessible. 

“Where  we  are  today  is  that  we  have  less  money  and  we 
have  less  people  to  implement  some  of  our  programs,”  he 
reported.  “And  we  have  more  complex  programs  than  ever 
and  more  of  them  to  implement.  So  what  we  really  needed 
to  do  was  to  take  a  hard  look  at  the  way  we  do  business.” 

Herrick  reports  that  the  USDA  is  only  considering  clos¬ 
ing  offices  where  other  county  offices  are  relatively  close 
by.  If  the  McKee  office  is  closed  the  nearest  FSA  office  is 
located  in  London,  KY.  There  is  a  public  meeting  scheduled 
for  Thursday,  February  2nd,  2012  on  the  second  floor  in 
the  old  courthouse  in  McKee  to  solicit  input  to  inform  their 
USDA  on  their  decision.  A  final  decision  is  expected  within 
90  days. 


School  Budget 
Update

All  of  us  have  recently  felt  the  pain  of  hard  times  due  to 
the  struggling  economy.  No  doubt  most  readers  remember 
quite  vividly  the  struggle  our  school  district  wrestled  with 
just  a  few  months  ago  as  it  worked  to  develop  a  balanced 
budget  for  School  Year  2011-12  in  the  face  of  severely 
shrinking  revenue  that  was  fueled  mostly  by  decreasing 
state  and  federal  dollars. 

The  Jackson  County  Public  School  District  depends  very 
heavily  on  SEEK  dollars  from  the  State.  The  Support  Excel¬ 
lence  in  Kentucky  (SEEK)  fund,  is  the  primary  source  of 
funding  for  the  state’s  174  public  school  districts.  In  school 
year  2009-10  the  district  received  $11,790,130  from  the 
SEEK  program.  Last  year  (SY  2010-11)  the  district  received 
$11 ,213,667,  a  loss  of  $576,463  from  the  prior  year.  For  the 
current  school  year  the  district  will  receive  $11,007,814  for 
another  loss  of  $782,316.  Over  the  last  two  year  period,  the 
district  has  received  $1,358,779  less  in  SEEK  funding  than 
it  would  have  if  that  funding  had  remained  at  the  2009-10 
level. 

The  Jackson  County  Public  School  District  has  taken  sev¬ 
eral  significant  steps  toward  stabilizing  its  budget  in  the  face 
of  those  extreme  revenue  losses,  and  those  actions  appear 
to  have  combined  to  move  the  district  back  toward  sound 
financial  condition. 

We  can  see  some  light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel.  It  appears 
the  newly  implemented  Utility  Tax  will  produce  about 
$525,000  per  year.  Staffing  cuts  and  reorganization  have 
also  resulted  in  significant  savings.  Energy  conservation 
and  other  similar  belt  tightening  measures  have  also  been 
effective.  Additionally,  the  district  is  very  hopeful  of  begin¬ 
ning  to  receive  Impact  Aid  dollars  from  the  Federal  govern¬ 
ment  that  will  help  offset  our  loss  of  property  tax  revenue 
due  to  the  large  portion  of  the  county  that  is  covered  by  the 
Daniel  Boone  National  Forest. 

Even  larger  districts  like  Laurel  County  have  found  it  nec¬ 
essary  to  increase  taxes  in  order  to  maintain  services.  No 
one  knows  yet  what  the  current  legislature  will  do  concern¬ 
ing  appropriations  for  its  public  schools,  but  hopefully  it 
will  see  the  necessity  of  providing  adequate  dollars  to  stop 
the  losses  schools  have  experienced  during  a  tough  financial 
time.  The  citizens  of  Jackson  County  and  the  Jackson  Coun¬ 
ty  Public  School  District  have  done  more  than  their  part, 
and  often  with  very  painful  measures,  to  maintain  and  build 
despite  the  severe  reductions  in  state  and  federal  funding.

PRIDE  in  Clay,  Jackson  and  Rockcastle  Counties’  schools 

Wonda  Hammons  is  bringing  PRIDE  to  Clay,  Jackson 
and  Rockcastle  Counties’  elementary  schools,  thanks  to 
partnerships  among  local  agencies  and  PRIDE. 

As  the  counties’  PRIDE  Environmental  Education  Liai¬ 
son,  Hammons  visits  local  classrooms  to  lead  fun,  hands-on 
activities  that  will  prepare  students  for  state  science  tests 
and  life-long  environmental  stewardship. 

She  has  worked  with  1,842  students  in  the  three  counties 
so  far  this  school  year. 

Hammons  was  hired  through  the  PRIDE  Environmental 
Education  Outreach  Program.  The  program  increases  chil¬ 
dren’s  environmental  knowledge  by  providing  curriculum- 
based  lessons,  which  complement  teachers’  classroom  in¬ 
struction,  and  by  involving  students  in  cleanup  activities.  It 
targets  third,  fourth  and  fifth-grade  classes,  with  an  emphasis 
on  fourth-graders,  who  take  the  annual  state  science  test.  Ex¬ 
amples  of  topics  covered  by  the  program’s  liaisons  include 
native  plants  and  energy  conservation. 

PRIDE  offers  the  program  in  38  counties  of  southern  and 
eastern  Kentucky.  In  each  county,  local  leaders  pay  a  fee, 
based  on  student  population,  to  enroll  their  schools.  During 
the  2010-2011  school  year,  19  counties  enrolled  in  the  pro¬ 
gram,  and  liaisons  reached  26,796  students. 

In  Clay  County,  the  U.S.  Forest  Service’s  Redbird  Ranger 
District  enrolled  local  schools  in  the  program  for  the  2011- 
2012  school  year. 

The  Jackson  County  Fiscal  Court  enrolled  its  school  sys¬ 
tem.  In  Rockcastle  County,  the  annual  enrollment  fee  was 
paid  by  the  Rockcastle  County  Fiscal  Court,  Rockcastle 
County  School  System  and  Appalachia  Science  in  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Interest. 

“We  are  so  pleased  these  local  partners  are  supporting  the  program,  and  we  appreciate  the  cooperation  by  the  superinten¬ 
dents,  principals  and  teachers,”  said  PRIDE’s  Tammie  Wilson. 

“Ms.  Hammons  is  an  experienced  PRIDE  liaison,”  she  added.  “She  works  well  with  teachers  to  support  them  and  reach 
as  many  students  as  possible.  She  is  a  talented  artist  and  integrates  art  into  many  lessons.” 

When  Hammons  was  Jackson  County’s  liaison  for  the  2009/2010  school  year,  she  spearheaded  a  contest  to  create  student- 
designed  road  signs  with  environmental  messages.  The  signs  are  now  visible  across  the  county,  and  the  project  won  a  PRIDE 
award.  She  is  an  active  member  of  the  Jackson  County  PRIDE  Committee. 

PRIDE  is  a  nonprofit  organization  that  promotes  “Personal  Responsibility  In  a  Desirable  Environment”  in  southern  and 
eastern  Kentucky.  PRIDE  works  with  communities  to  improve  water  quality,  clean  up  solid  waste  problems  and  increase 
environmental  awareness.  PRIDE  was  founded  in  1997  by  Congressman  Hal  Rogers  (KY-5)  and  James  Bickford,  former 
Kentucky  Secretary  of  Environmental  Protection.

A  House  Divided: 
Redistricting  raises  concerns 
about  the  rest  of  2012  session

USDA’s  Natural  Resources  Conservation  Service  (NRCS) 
has  announced  that  the  first  of  three  ranking  period  cut-off 
dates  for  the  Environmental  Quality  Incentives  Program 
(EQIP)  Organic,  High  Tunnel  (Hoop  Houses)  and  On-Farm 
Energy  Initiatives  is  February  3, 2012.  Producers  interested 
in  any  of  these  three  programs  should  submit  applications 
to  their  local  NRCS  office  by  the  deadline  so  that  their  ap¬ 
plications  can  be  considered  during  the  first  ranking  period 
of  2012. 

The  Organic  Initiative  will  focus  on  individuals  who  are 
currently  certified  Organic  or  are  transitioning  to  become 
certified  Organic.  NRCS  provides  assistance  to  eligible 
producers  for  installation  of  conservation  practices  on  agri¬ 
cultural  operations  related  to  organic  production. 

The  Season  High  Tunnel  (Hoop  House)  Initiative  will  as¬ 
sist  producers  to  extend  the  growing  season  for  high  value 
crops  in  an  environmentally  safe  manner.  This  initiative 
will  also  assist  in  improving  plant  quality,  soil  quality,  air 
quality,  reducing  nutrient  and  pesticide  transport,  along  with 
reducing  energy  use  as  well. 

The  On-Farm  Energy  Initiative  will  be  used  to  specifically 
address  energy  conservation  through  practice  implementa¬ 
tion  and  for  development  of  Energy  Conservation  Plans. 

Local  NRCS  offices  will  accept  applications  on  a  con¬ 
tinuous  basis.  The  first  ranking  period  cut-off  date  as  men¬ 
tioned  is  February  3, 2012.  The  second  cut-off  ranking  date 
is  March  30,  2012  with  the  third  cut-off  date  being  June  1, 
2012.

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Week  two  of  the  2012  Legislative  Session  took  a  parti¬ 
san  and  personal  turn  as  we  wrestled  with  redistricting  in  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

The  House  majority  introduced  their  redistricting  plan  this 
week,  which  places  at  least  nine  of  my  fellow  colleagues 
against  each  other  including  three  incumbents  into  one  district. 

Redistricting  takes  place  every  10  years,  and  we  know  and 
understand  that  lines  sometimes  have  to  be  shifted  based  on 
the  rise  and  decline  of  population  across  our  great  Common¬ 
wealth.  But  for  such  a  plan  to  be  put  together  in  such  a  way 
that  our  members  are  placed  at  a  great  disadvantage  is  unfortu¬ 
nately  the  partisan  and  sometimes  personal  nature  that  the  path 
to  redistricting  takes. 

How  partisan  is  the  plan  drawn  by  the  majority?  A  fellow 
colleague  now  finds  his  mailbox,  only  100  feet  from  his  door 
now  in  another  district.  And  in  my  new  proposed  district  a 
path  would  run  through  Laurel  County  connecting  my  home 
county  of  Jackson  with  McCreary  County,  and  taking  me  out 
of  Owsley  County  which  is  an  area  I  have  proudly  represented 
for  years. 

It  didn’t  have  to  be  this  way.  Our  leadership  and  I  stood 
ready  to  work  side  by  side  with  those  across  the  aisle  to  draft 
a  redistricting  plan  that  would  be  fair  and  equitable  to  all 
Kentuckians.  But  now  their  actions  have  created  a  terse  and 
contentious  atmosphere  and  could  endanger  any  work  we  still 
need  to  do  to  improve  our  Commonwealth. 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  we,  as  legislators,  can  find  some 
way  to  work  together.  Many  regions  of  Kentucky  have  suf¬ 
fered  for  years  because  of  actions  taken  purely  for  political 
reasons,  and  others  will  suffer  because  the  person  they  chose 
to  represent  them  will  no  longer  be  there  because  of  partisan¬ 
ship.

SED  John  McCauley,  State  Executive  Director  of  USDA’s 
Farm  Service  Agency  (FS  A)  in  Kentucky,  reminds  producers 
they  have  until  Tuesday,  January  31,  2012,  to  submit  an  appli¬ 
cation  for  payment  under  the  2011  Emergency  Assistance  for 
Livestock,  Honey  Bees,  and  Farm-raised  Fish  Program  (ELAP) . 

ELAP  provides  emergency  assistance  to  eligible  producers 
of  livestock,  honeybees  and  farm-raised  fish  who  have  losses 
due  to  disease,  adverse  weather  or  other  conditions,  including 
losses  due  to  blizzards,  and  wildfires. 

ELAP  assistance  is  for  losses  not  covered  under  other  disaster 
assistance  programs  established  by  the  2008  Farm  Bill.  FSAis 
authorized  to  spend  up  to  $50  million  per  year  nationwide  to 
provide  emergency  relief  for  ELAP  eligible  losses. 

Producer  eligibility  for  ELAP  requires  that  all  crops  in  all 
counties  have  crop  insurance  coverage  or  Noninsured  Disaster 
Assistance  Program  (NAP)  coverage  for  the  crop  year  in  which 
benefits  are  requested. 

2012  DCP/ACRE  Sign  Up 
Begins  January  23 

USDA  Kentucky  Farm  Service  Agency  (FSA)  State  Execu¬ 
tive  Director,  John  W.  McCauley  reminds  producer's  enrollment 
for  Average  Crop  Revenue  Election  (ACRE)  Program  or  the 
traditional  Direct  and  Counter-cyclical  Program  (DCP)  begins 
January  23  and  runs  through  June  1. 

"Farmers  in  Kentucky  who  are  interested  in  enrolling  in 
these  programs  need  to  add  this  important  deadline  to  their  list 
of  ‘must  do’ jobs,”  McCauley  said.  "Producers  should  contact 
the  local  county  office  to  set  up  appointments." 

Annual  contracts  are  required  to  be  signed  to  receive  program 
benefits.  All  signatures  of  producers  receiving  a  share  in  DCP 
and  ACRE  payments  are  required  by  June  1,  2012.

The  Generals  hosted  the 
Williamsburg  Yellow  J ackets 
last  Saturday,  January  14th, 
2012  in  the  opening  round
